They 
made a search for J. K. Schuermann, 
one of the leaders of the peace alliance 
in the state who was scheduled to make 
a speech in Kelsey that evening, but 
he could not be located. The marshals 
learned that Schuermann had held sev- 
eral meetings in the vicinity.

INSURANCE BILL 


MAY BE PASSED

Washington, D. C., Sept. 7.—Considera- 
tion of the sailors’ and soldiers’ insur- 
ance bill began in the house today with 
its supporters predicting passage tomor- 
row or early next week. 

Representative Rayburn of Texas made 

‘a lengthy statement explaining the bill, 
which is designed to supersede the pen- 
sion system for the present war. He 
was questioned by Representative Key of 
Ohio, chairman of the pension commit- 
tee; Representative Parker of New Jer- 
sey, who filed a minority report against 
the bill, and Representative Campbell of 
Kansas, all of whom oppose particularly 
the optional insurance feature of the 
measure. 

In presenting the minority view on the 
optional feature, Mr. Parker declared 
that the cost of executing such a plan’ 
would be far more for the first year than 
the §176,000,000 the bill would appro- 
priate. He cited statistics to prove the 
first year’s cost, with 2,000,000 men in 
the fleld, would be $1,170,000,000.

ISSUE MONTHLY 
FINANCE REPORT 


Henry P.. Davison, chairman of the 
Red Cross war council, issued a state- 
ment yesterday regarding salaries of 
Red Cross ‘officials, and said that a 
monthly statement of finances and ad- 
ministration will be published. _ 

One year ago, according to the state- 
ment, when che organization was on a 


| peace basis with 200 chapters and about 


200,000 members, the Red Cross em- 
ployed at its headquarters in Washing- 
ton seventy-five paid officers and em- 
ployés, of whom twenty-nine received 
salaries of from $2,000 to $7,500. 
At the national headquarters now, 
with the Red Cross on a war footing, 
2,600 chapters and 3,621,011 mem- 
bers, there are 624 paid employés, of 
whom forty-six get $2,000 a year or 
more, The highest salary is still. $7,500, 
and the highest one added since the war 
began is $6,000.

In the latter dis- 
ease the bacteria are Carried on the 
legs of the files; perhaps occasionally 
they pass through the intestine, remain- 
ing in the interior of the fly two days or 
less. The bacteria of infant diarrhea 
take up their homes for the time in 
the internal anatomy of the fly.

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ENERAL PRINCE MICHAEL 
CANTACUZENE, the Russian 
son-in-law of the late Gen. Fred- 
erick D. Grant, has just arrived 

in this country with his American wife 
and children, whom he proposes should 
stay here with her mother while he re- 
turns to fight. With the absence of all 
law and order in Russia, with the peas- 
antry In revolt against the land owners, 
and with the revolutionary regime com- 
mitted to a policy of territorial spotla- 
tion and confiscation, neither life nor 
property are safe at present in his na- 
tive land, and the prince will be able 
to fight with a freer mind if he can feel 
that his wife and children are in safety 
in the United States. 

The general bears in addition to his 
princely title of Cantacuzene, that of 
Count Speranski, which he inherited 
from his matérnal grandfather, Count 
Michael Speranski, who, the son of a 
village priest, achieved fame as a states- 
man as the codifier of Russian law, 
as the plenipotentiary of Alexander 1. 
in his dealings with Napoleon I, and as 
governor general of Siberia. Speranski 
also stood high in favor with Czar 
Nicholay I, and it was the latter who 
decreed that the husband of Speranski’s 
daughter should inherit his name and 
title, so that they might not become 
extinct. | ee

Prince Cantacuzene served in the early 
Stages of the war on the staff of that 
most gallant, militarily gifted, and hon- 
est of ail the members of the formerly 
reigning house of Romanoff, the Grand 
Duke Nicholas Nicholalovitch, and was 
on his staff for several years prior to the 
outbreak of the conflict. 

That the prince should have received 
a place on the staff of the grand duke 
speaks well for him, since the name of 
Cantacuzene is not one that can have a 
‘pleasant sound to the grand duke's ears, 
for Nicholas’ father and namesake, the 
late Grand Duke Nicholas, brother of 
Alexander II., squandered most of his 
fortune on the danseuse, Tchislova, and 
the daughter whom she bore him. — 

This daughter was married to a cousin 
of Michael Cantacuzene, Prince Jean 
Cantacuzene. The latter, a member of 
the Russian diplomatic service, was at 
one moment appointed Russian envoy to 
the United States, but declined to take 
up the post, as his wife, an exceedingly 
spoiled woman, refused to go so far 
away from Petrograd and from Paris as 
America. In consequence the diplomatic 
corps at Washington were spared the 
presence of a colleague who would have 
beaten them all at chess, of which game 
Prince Jean Cantacuzene was an ac- 
knowledged master. He always had a 
miniature chess outfit in his pocket, 
which he was wont to produce on every 
possible occasion. When he refused to 
come to America, Count Cassini, of 
somewhat unfortunate memory, was ap- 
pointed in his stead. 

The Cantacuzenes are of Byzantine 
origin. John, a member of the family, 
‘was emperor of Constantinople in 1342. 
He abdicated in favor of his son-in-law, 
John Paleologua, and retired to a mon- 
astery, where he devoted the remainder

Yolande, Duchess de Noailles, who has 
just been robbed in Paris of a magnifi- 


several other precious and highly prized 
jewels, some of them heirlooms, may be 
remembered as having visited the 
United States before her marriage, with 
her mother, the late Duchess de Luynes. 

The name she now bears is a particu- 
larly familiar one in America, for one 
of the de Noailes accompanied the Mar- 
quis de Lafayette to this western hemi- 
sphere and fought for American inde- 
pendence, while the grandfather, the 
late Duke Paul de Noailles, was the 
author of a monumental work entitled 
“One Hundred Years of Democracy in 
the United States,” to the compilation 
of which he may be said to have de- 
voted the greater part of his life. 

The present duke has inherited his 
father’s American leanings, and for a 
number of years was the president of 
the association formed by Baron Pierre 
de Coubertin for the purpose of promot- 
ing French influence in the universities 
and educational centers of the United 
States. Then, too, the late duke’s broth- 
er, the Marquis de Noailles, represented 
France for some time as her envoy at 
Washington, afterwards eerving as am- 
bassador both at Constantinople and at 
Berlin. 

Where the De Noailles are to be seen 
at their best is at their country seat 
at Maintenon, in the department of the 
Bure-et-Loire, and it is there that 
Duchess Yolande de Noailles is really 
at home. It was a present of Louis 
XIV. to his morganatic wife, Mme. de 
Maintenon,' who in turn gave it to her 
niece, wife of a member the De Noailles 
family. The castle was built during 
the reign of Louis XII., and the towers 
and the chapel of that epoch are stand- 
ing to this day. Mme. de Maintenon 
bullt the right and left wings. The 
picture gallery of the left wing is 
adorned with the portraits of the De 
Noailles from the crusades down to the 
present fme; among them being four 
field marshals, six ambassadors, forty 
generals, a couple of cardinals, and a 
grand admiral of France, all of them 
being scions of this illustrious house. 

The De Noaiiles can trace back thefr 
ancestry by means of official records in 
an unbroken line to Pierre de Noailles, 
the crusader, who flourished at the be- 
ginning of the thirteenth century. His 
son, Hugues, on sailing for the Holy 
Land, in the crusade of St. Louls in 
1248, signed a deed, still in existence, ac- 
cording to which his lands and name 
were always to descend exclusively in

“ When Mrs. ‘King employed me as 
her attorney in 1912," said Jacob New- 
iman, ‘‘she had about $400,000 outside 
of the trust fund. 
Pivg not know exactly what she 
had at the time of her death, but [I 
-\ think I can guess pretty close to what 
the ought to have had. 

“She lived expensively. She was 
abroad a great deal and had apartments 
and a costly menage in European cap- 
itals. I should say she lived at the 
rate of at least $50,000 a year. But her 
income from her own investments in 
stocks and bonds amounted to about 
$15,000 a year and she received about 
$12,000 as interést on her trust fund. 
So I believe she dipped into her capital 
to the extent of about $25,000 a year. — 

“ As she depreciated her capital at the 
rate of $25,000 a year and had approxi- 
mately $400,000 in 1912, she should have 
had about $275,000 when she died. I 
have no reason to believe she did not 
have this amount. At any rate, there is 
this sum yet to be accounted for. 

“ Possibly when her safety deposit box 
is found her fortune will be found in- 
tact. Most of her money, I believe, was 
invested in stocks and bonds.

**I do not know what financial connec- 
tions Means had with Mrs. King or 
whether he had any. I do know that 
he enjoyed her complete confidence and 
in the last two years she did noth- 
ing in a financial way except under his 
direction.” 

Mrs. King, it is said by her friends, 
was generous in her charities. She is 
said to have supported her mother, her 
sister, and two brothers. In addition 
she educated several of her girl friends 
in music and sent them to Parig for 
finishing courses under the most ex- 
pensive masters in the world.

“Then let's, as unitedly as is possi-, 
ble, sustain the government in this war, 
to the end that a better day may dawn 
when the war closes. There has been 
no trouble with the central empires in 
organizing their activities—not only 
their martial activities, but their do- 
mestic activities, their activities at home. 
And it has always been the charge of 
autocracy everywhere that democracy 
was deficient tn this, that it had not the 
ability to organize efficiently. 

“Let’s show by our conduct fn this 
war that this is not true, Let’s show 
that democracy as well as autocracy is 
capable of taking care of itself not only 
fn time of peace but in preserving itself 
when war comes. 

“And I want to thank the women 
of this state for the splendid contribu- 
tion they have made to this idea of or- 
ganization and unity already in the few 
months that have elapsed since the war 
came. I am sure that those months 
prophesy the hearty codperation of at 
least the women of Illinois to the end 
‘that when peace comes we can all feel 
that we equally contributed to that re-/} 
wut,”
